2 A. M.—Lieutenant Dav's, with his scouts 
and a party of volunteer Indians, about one 
hundred in all, have started in pursuit. 
2:20 a. m.—One Chiricahua and one horse 
have been captured by the San Carlos In ­ 
dians, and a couple of camps cleaned out on 
the reservation. 
It íb bard to get at just 
what has been done till daylight. 
Thera are 
a great many teams between here and Globa. 
The Indian captured is one of those con­ 
nected with the killing of Sterling, chief of 
scouts, laat April.

A lbcqüerqük, March 3Df.—Detectives are 
looking again after Joe Kogan, lh3 Pacific 
Coast “ crook,” who four years ago swindled 
a Tombstone gambler ont of $5,C00 by a 
forced draft on a Denver bank and escaped 
to Utah. 
He has just, consummated a suc­ 
cessful eche me to flood this Territory with 
counterfeit siiver dollars, and 13,000 of them 
are now in circulation. A week ago a man 
calling himself Hughes, from San Francisco, 
appeared in Socorro with 2,700 silver dollars, 
of Carson City coinage, of the mintage of 
187$, which he circulated.

P itt sb u r g, March 31st.—This morning 
while the boats were making np tows cf coal 
for shipment South, thirty-seven bargee, be­ 
longing to Joseph Walton & Co., containing 
45,000 bushels of coal, broke from their moor­ 
ings at the pier of Smithfield bridge, and 
were swept down the river. On tbe way 
down the runaway fl :ot first encountered the 
steamer Abe HayeF, with a tow of six barges, 
carrying 72.000 bnBbels of coal. The Hayes 
was sunk aud the barges cut loose. The 
steamer Dick Fulton was next struck, and a 
tow of seven boats, with 175,000 bushols of 
coal sunk. Tbe Fulton was damaged, but 
managed to get to tbe shore without sinking. 
Another boat, with 24.000 bushels of c al, 
collided with the steamer St. Lawrence and 
sunk. Two more boats, with 48 000 bushels 
of coal, were sunk at Manchester. 
A num­ 
ber of towboats started in pursuit of the run­ 
aways, but at last re; unts the portion of the 
fleet which escaped ein k i^ w tre pretty well 
down the Ohio river. 
“ Brother Frank" Convicted. 
B uffalo (N. Y.), March 31st.—The jury 
iu the esse of Thomas Waldron, better known 
as "B.-ottier Frank,” President of the St. 
Joseph’s C-!ie e, on trial tbe past week ou a 
charge cf indecent asiauTt- on a Iirtle girl aged 
six aud a half years, af.er a deliberation of 
t ver.-y-f . ur hours rendered a verdict of guilty 
on the second count—an attempt to indecent 
assault. 
Tbe prisoner’s counsel requested 
suspension of seutence uutil 8 o’clock, which 
was granted by the Court. A t that time the 
Court was Bgain crowded, and the prisoner’s 
counsel made an eloquent pha in his behalf 
for mercy. Judge Haight, in pronouncing 
sentence, said the jury had been pretty merci­ 
ful in the case, anti the parents cf other chil­ 
dren had informed him of risular attempts by 
the prisoner. 
He therefore sentenced the 
prisoner to the fall extent cf the law, five 
years in the State Prison. 
A Tovvboat Blow n I’p, 
Cairo (111-), March 31st.—The towboat 
Polar Star, eu route to St. Loais, exploded 
her boil.rj while opposite Belmont, Mo., at 2 
o’clock this afternosn. She had eight barges 
of lumber in tow. 
Her upper works were 
blown to atoms, aud the hull drifted along 
down the river. Tne b.rgea were uninjured. 
The steamer Florence left this afternoon to 
bring np ths barges and crew. 
Captain Ad­ 
kins was blown about three hundred yards 
and was picked np by a skiff. The firemen, 
two coalpassers and a watchman are reported 
missing. The rest of the crow escaped with 
slight injuries. T hj cause is unknown. The 
engineer says he tested the boilers a few min­ 
utes previous to the explosion.

THE DEMAND FOR A NEW PARTY. 
Mr. Henry George has been applauded 
In some quarters for having recently, in a 
public address, demanded the setting up of 
a new party. He objects chiefly to tbe 
Republican party because so much of 
moneyed power is united to it, and to the 
Democracy because its day of usefulness 
has passed ; a party of the onts, willing 
to profess anything or to abandon anything 
to get in, and not a party of the people nor 
of equal rights—a party that does not know 
what its principles are. There have been 
numerous replies made to the demand, in- 
aamnch as Mr. George’s utterances are 
awakening attention, and are not to be 
coolly ignored ; but the most satisfactory 
answer that has yet appeared, and one that 
is conclusive, comes from the pen of George 
William Cnrtis, in the statement that the 
principles of a party are not to be judged 
on such a basis as Mr. Gaorge lays down. 
If it is trne that moneyed power attaches 
itself to the Republican party, it is because 
of the conservative character of money, 
which always allies itself 
with 
a 
strong government dn facto. Thirty years 
ago the Democratic party had this moneyed 
backing ; the wealth of the country stood 
behind i t ; gave oracular power to its voice 
and was its sustenance. The Republican 
party was then nnknown ; it came on later 
a paling infant, and having done more than 
any other party in history to secure equal­ 
ity of rights, it attained strength, as the 
Democracy, for resisting it, suffered de­ 
cline. The lecturer declares that a new 
party to be born must be based upon the 
Declaration of Independence, and to him 
the journalist replies that the principles 
of that document have always been 
the working charts of '.he Republican 
party, and save in its claim for a modified 
tariff, the Democratic party has never been 
the friend of the principles of freedom of 
press, of person, or speech or conscience or 
trade. 
The troth is that assaults on the Repub­ 
lican party are to be expected from this 
time on, and until the close of the cam­ 
paign of 1884, and they must not be given 
greater weight because they come from 
rostrum than from the stump, and the Re­ 
publican press must meet them just as has 
been done in the case we cite. We have 
faith in the vitality of the party, and be­ 
lieve that it is posses sad of that BtreDgth 
which will enable it to endure self dis­ 
cipline and profit by the correction of its 
faults and errors. It is too closely identified 
with the principles on which depend hnman 
liberty, equality of rights, freedom of 
press and speech, and the advance of the 
country contemporaneously 
with the 
progress of the age, to be shaken by the 
assault that takes the form of a demand 
for a new party with such a generalized 
basic substructure as the Declaration of 
Independence, which, while one of the 
grandest expressions and noblest protests 
known to the world’s history, cannot be 
made by appropriation the property of any 
party to the exclusion of those who differ 
whh the policy that party may outline 
for present convenience. 


A HEW CHARTER FOR SACRAMENTO. 
Before being passed to a first reading in 
the late Legislature, the R ecord-U nion 
called especial attention to tho municipal 
charter bill, and gave a full synopsis of its 
salient features. At that time and several 
times subsequently the attention of our 
citizens was called to the bill and the sev­ 
eral stages of its legislative progreas until 
it became a law. This was done that the 
people might not be unadvised concerning 


a bill of possible great importance to them, 
Our evening contemporary, now that the 
Supreme Court has destroyed one of its 
illusions, and now that error in the hill is 
beyond correction, has suddenly discovered 
the Act, and advises this city to avail of it, 
and accept the charter proffered in it. 
Weeks ago the R ecord-U nion stated that 
there were more good than evil features fa 
the bill, and expressed the belief that it 
would be an act of wisdom, not only to se­ 
cure the elimination of the bad features, 
but when that should be accomplished, to 
adopt it in lieu of the present charter. 
The people did not manifest a great degree 
of interest in the matter, and the bill went 
through uncorrected. Nevertheless, we 
are impressed with the belief that it would 
be wise to come under the operations of the 
Act. The chief objection to it is the pro­ 
vision for a Board of unsalaried Aldermen. 
That system brings into local mat­ 
ters the evils of 
political rewards 
and punishments, and erects wards 
into independent 
political 
wrestling 
grounds, with broader opportunities for 
political bosses, and makes official patron­ 
age a matter of bargain and sale. The 
remedy for that is only to be fonnd in the 
selection of men for Aldermen who can 
rise superior to ward politics, and serve 
the city without the fear or favor of the 
bosses. The good features of the new 
charter are : that it permits the city to 
legislate for itself ; it brings the govern­ 
ment closer to the people ; it renders Acts 
special in nature wholly unnecessary ; it 
vests the local government with ample 
power in educational, police, internal im­ 
provement and sanitary matters ; it de­ 
mands the consent of the people to all ex­ 
traordinary expenditures ; it gives the 
broadest possible liberty to the city to con­ 
duct all matters of interest to the munici­ 
pality, according to self-adopted methods. 
It is an error, however, to state that it 
limits taxation to one per cent. It makes 
the ordinary tax one per cent., provides for 
other special taxes, and permits the people 
by a two-third vote to assess themselves in 
any further sums they see fit. It is a brief 
charter, clear and unambiguous, and pro­ 
vides for a more economical Bystem than 
we now enjoy, inasmuch as it decreases the 
amount of municipal machinery and as 
many of the offices are not forced npon us ; 
nor are stated salaries declared in all cases, 
but these matters are left to the local 
legislature, which the 
people must 
control, or 
take 
the consequences. 
It will he well to take timely steps to aa- 
oertain the wishes of the voters regarding 
the new charter, as it is required that one- 
fifth of the electors mast petition for its 
submission to a vote before that can be 
done. In the meantime it will be wise to 
examine into the question of the situation 
the city will occupy—in case it accepts the 
new form of government—with reference 
to present obligations, and whether or not 
the change will embarrass us, or clear the 
path leading to financial independence. In 
no event can a vote be had before next 
March, bat it is not too long an interval in 
which to consider so important a change as 
that proposed.

At a meeting of tho State Horticultural 
Society last week, “ The Olive” was the 
subject considered.. It was quite gene­ 
rally agreed that olive growing in Califor­ 
nia will be very easy and very profit­ 
able. The climate is admirably adapted 
to it, and both bottom and foothill 
soil are especially favorable for the 
trees. 
The only real difference of 
opinion in the society was whether the 
olive in California has a germ, or whether 
it must be cultivated from cuttings. But 
that is a matter of small moment. The 
chief interest in the subject resides in the 
fact developing that so much atten­ 
tion is being given to the question all over 
the State. And it' is well, for we need 
more of snch growth than we have ; we 
need to show the world the full capability 
of this region. 
It is needed that the 
people of the world break away from the 
idea that this is only a good place in which 
to enjoy a summer jaunt. California is a 
State needing immigration, presenting the 
strongest inducements for it, and yet re­ 
ceiving very little of it, and because we have 
limited our efforts to secure it, and been 
content to live upon the reputation of our 
wonders. The marked attention now being 
given to viticulture, olive culture, silk 
growing, raisin caring and other like in­ 
dustries, in connection with the dawning 
knowledge among oar agriculturists of the 
necessity for varied crops, will do more to 
invite to us the desirable classes than has 
yet been done. 
TBE SPECIAL TAX DECISION. 
The decision of the Supreme Court in 
one series of city tax cases is precisely in 
the line on which this journal has uni­ 
formly expressed itself—that the special 
Acts authorizing special taxes for munici­ 
pal departments were constitutional, and 
amonnted to increased or amplified author­ 
ity given, and were to be considered as ad­ 
ditional to, and separate from, the charter 
provisions for a rate not exceeding one per 
cent, for the General Fund. The decision 
has been published in full in the R ecord- 
U nion, and in its very brevity is fonnd 
the simplicity of the question submitted 
and of which we never had any doubt. 
We read the law as it was, and in the 
light of ordinary reason and common sense 
there was but one construction to be 
placed upon it. For its opinion, it has 
been a pleasure evidently, in certain quar­ 
ters, to impugn the motives of this jour­ 
nal, bat it has, notwithstanding, adhered 
to its belief, and has nothing whatever in 
this connection with which to reproach 
itself, while it regrets that a course of 
costly litigation ever was deemed best by 
any respectable number of citizens, and 
which affected more or less injuriously ma­ 
terial interests of the city. 
It is sincerely to be hoped that San Franc'íco 
will arrange to accommodate the Knights Templar. 
A failure to do so will be a lasting disgrace. The 
hotel men are not so much to blame, perhaps, as at 
first glance appears. They cannot well afford to 
drive off a steady patronage to give temporary ac­ 
commodations, but still they might have shown a 
more accommodating spirit. San Francisco surely has 
tbe ability to care for 25,000 visitors. The Eastern 
Knights ought to be able to comprehend that 7,000 
ol them cannot bo housed io groups from 
100 to 400 each at given hotels. Let them be rea­ 
soned with and they will forego their demand. 
A clergyman of this city last week announced an 
evening discourse as a “ sermonette.” If by this 
he meant to hare it understood that it was to be a 
little sermon, it would have been more satisfactory 
to intending auditors to have had it stated in plain 
English. Affectation of tho pulpit is manifest in 
just such announcements as that referred to. and 
does not contribute to public respect for the sacred 
desk.

Morse has at last presented the Passion Play in 
New York, and as we prophesied, the Manhattan, 
folks found nothing to shock their feelings or offend 
their religions sentiments.

DOMESTIC NEWS. 
The United States Trentnry. 
W ashington, April 1st.—The committee 
appointed to examine the cash in the Uniied 
States Treasury and the accounts of the late 
Treasurer, began the work after the close of 
business Saturday by makiog a count of the 
teller cash, so that there need be no interfer­ 
ence with the business of the office. The 
revenue vault was also sealed up, preparat ry 
to taking an inventory of its contents ílbíí- 
tuted by Gilfillan. It is thought that the 
count will occupy two or three weeks. There 
has not been a thorough overhauling of the 
Treasurer’s office for tea years, the la6t full 
elimination being the one made during 
Treasurer Spinner’s time. When Mr. Spin­ 
ner turned over the office to Treasurer New, 
the latter was willing to accept the cash and 
accounts without examination, and his 
bondsmen being willing the Secretary of 
the Treasury dispensed with the exam­ 
ination. The new Treasurer has expressed 
his williDgnees to forego the examination on 
the present occasion, but the Secretary thinks 
that bo long a time has intervened since ths 
last count that, one should now be made. The 
committee will be assisted in the work fcy a 
force of twenty to thirty clerks detailed from 
offices other than the Treasurer’s cffice._ The 
count will be made of the old notes io the 
redemption division, the new cotes in ths re­ 
serve vault, and the silver and gold bonds 
held in trust. President UptoD, of the com­ 
mittee, has decided that an actual count must 
be made. In all caces packages of notes will 
be opened and counted, as will also bags of 
gold and diver coin. He will personally as­ 
sume charge of the work of compariog the 
cash on hand with the Treasurer’s accounts, 
and with the accounts of the disbursing offi­ 
cers.

The Jeannette Investigation. 
W ashington, April 1st.—Lieutenant Dan- 
enhouer, of the Jeannette expedition, has 
been granted a leave of absence for a year. 
He has not fully recovered his eyesight, nor 
regained his former health. He has only 
waited until the return of the last oeam&n 
from the Arctic regions to testify. The only 
interesting question about ^the Jeannette in­ 
vestigation now is why it should be any 
longer continued. The survives ol the ex­ 
pedition have all been heard from, and if any 
one of them knew anything of a mistake or 
faults on the part of their commander they 
have decided to withhold it. 
The Crop Outlook. 
Chicago, April 1st.—In reply to inquiries 
addressed to tlie Commissioners of Agricult­ 
ure and Secretaries of State Agricultural 
Boards in various States concerning the crops, 
a number of responses have been received. 
The Secretary of the State Board of Agri­ 
culture of Ohio estimates the wheat crop at 
70 per cent., or under, compared with the 
prospect at the same time last year. The 
shortage is due to last fall’s rains and winter 
killing. Tho Secretary of the Illinois De­ 
partment of Agriculture says the crop has 
been injured in some localities by freezing, 
dry weather and the fly. The Commissioner 
of Agriculture of Kentucky says a full 
breadth of winter wheat was sown. Some 
damage has been done by the fly. The pres­ 
ent outlook is unfavorable, and the prospect 
is 20 per cent, below last year’s crop, which 
was 20 per cent, the largest ever grown in the 
State. 
Another Exelttng Scene at the Diamond 
Mine. 
B raidwood (111.), April 1st.—The Dia­ 
mond mine was a scene of excitement to-day. 
The fact that the bodies discovered were to 
be brought out to-day drew a large crowd, 
and when about 3 o’clock the news was 
brought up that the party who had gone 
down after the bodies had been imprisoned in 
the roadway while putting the bodies in the 
coffins, the excitement on top was intense. 
The wives and relatives of the men in the 
mine were wild with grief over the prospec­ 
tive death of their friends. A party was at 
once sent out to search for them. When the 
second party nearly reached the point where 
the bodies were discovered, they found that a 
large pile of stone had caved in and blocked, 
the narrow passageway. They were dug out 
and liberated. One of the men is in a proj- 
trated condition. It is thought no further 
search will be made, as no man can be found 
who is willing to go down. Six bodies were 
taken out about 4 o’clock and placed in the 
Morgue, where the crowd passed through and 
viewed them. 
Bader's Fast-Day Proclamation. 
B oston, April 1st—Tc-day, according to 
an unbroken custom for two hundred years, 
the Governor’s fast-day proclamation should 
have been read in all the pulpits of Massa • 
chusett?, but in a number of instances in this 
city and vicinity the reading was omitted. 
In many cases the document was read with­ 
out comment; in others, the exhortation to 
omit the customary political sermons on the 
day appointed was singled out for criti­ 
cism, and in a few the preachers unhesi­ 
tatingly sailed into his Excellency, declaring 
that if the pulpit ever had a call to diapuss 
State and national affairs, this was the time. 
One clergyman said the official proclamation 
of “ God 8ave the Commonwealth of Massa­ 
chusetts ” was never so appropriate as now. 
Comparatively few services were announced 
for Thursday, but it is safe to say that who­ 
ever preaches on that day wiil disregard the 
Governor’s injunction. 
The Coming Dramatic Event at Cincin­ 
nati. 
Cincinnati, April 1st.—The preparations 
for the coming dramatic festival are pushed 
forward with energy. Owing to the unusual 
size of the stage iu Music Hall it has been 
necessary to prepare entirely new scenery for 
all the plays ; also to make a new drop cuí­ 
tala, the latter being painted at Niblo’s Gar­ 
den, New York, by Hoyt. The scenic artists 
now at work here have completed the scenery 
for “ Julius Cie3ar,” portions of others, and 
“ Hamlet,” in all the greatest painstaking 
care being used to obtain historical accuracy. 
The manager has expended large sums of 
money to provide properties historically ac­ 
curate. These are now complete. John 
Daly, stage manager for the festival, began 
the rehefrsals of supernumeraries this week, 
and will soon begin full rehearsals. The ac­ 
tive sale of season reserved seats begins on 
Wednesday next. 
High Water in Louisiana. 
New O rleans, April 1st—The Times- 
Democrat’s iVest Melville special says: The 
Atchafalaya is rising. Eighteen inches more 
water is expected here, and probably more in 
the swamp along the line of the Texas-Pacific 
Road. A considerable portion of the track 
will be washed awiy between this place and 
Baton Rouge Junction, forty miles, bnt when 
the water subsides a large force will Boon pat 
the track in repair. Fardoche Bayon is ris­ 
ing an inch daily. The water is rnnning 
through the levee a mile and a half above 
the railroad crossing, submerging many small 
plantations.Swindler Captured.

L ondon, April 1st.—Prominent officials 
connected with the railways throughout the 
Kingdom have been in consultation with re­ 
spect to the recent outrages, andas a result 
the railway companies have resolved upon 
the organization of a protective corps, whose 
duty it will be to watch suspicions persons 
traveling on the roads and guard against the 
carriage of parcels supposed to be for use in 
the prosecution of unlawful and disloyal de­ 
signs. 
Bismarck's Birthday Anniversary. 
B erlin, April 1st.—The celebration of the 
anniversary of the birth of Bismarck was 
the occasion of much brilliancy. Military 
bands performed national and operatic airs 
before his residence; visits were made in 
person by Emperor William, many ladies cf 
distinguished households, officers of high rank, 
foreign Minielers and other notables, who con­ 
gratulated the Chancellor. Many telegrams 
were also received, felicitating the Prince 
upon the recurrence of bis sixty-eighth birth­ 
day, and numerous fbral offerings were dis­ 
played. 
Significant Result of an Election. 
B erlin, April 1st.—The election for mem­ 
bers of the Reichstag for Stralsund to-day 
excites great attention, on account of the un­ 
expected result. Stralsund for the last six­ 
teen years has returned a Conservative. The 
latest returns indicate the election of the 
Liberal candidate by a majority of 500 ont of 
an unusually strong total vote of 16,000. 
The result is all the more significant, as the 
entire official organization worked in support 
of the Conservative candidate. The election 
was rendered necessary by the appointment 
of Count von Behr Negendank to the Presi 
dency of the Provinces.

In stan tan eo u s F orm ation o f Steam, 
A firm in Paris, France, have patented an 
invention for the instantaneous formation 
of steam, which permits of its use at once 
in the cylinder of the engine. A pnmp 
sends the required quantity of liquid be­ 
tween two plate surfaces, which are heated, 
and between which there is only a capillary 
space. The liquid spreading in a thin layer 
evaporates at once, without going into tie 
so-called spheroidal state, and this steam 
acts in the cylinder as freshly-formed 
steam. The speed of the pump is regu­ 
lated by the engine, the pump being con­ 
nected with the shaft of the engine.—[Sci­ 
entific Press. 
T he L arg e st P e a rl.—Reports come 
from Mexico of the discovery, near La Paz, 
of the largest pearl the world has ever 
seen. It is of light color and of oval form, 
one inch in length and three-quarters of an 
inch thick at its shortest diameter, and of 
surpassing luster. No doubt the oyster 
was glad to be put out of its misery, for 
its tenant was too big to be accommodated, 
and too strong to be dispossessed. For a 
long time the poof bivalve had been unable 
to close its habitation. The owner of the 
pearl says that an offer of a sum less than 
$50,000 for his treasure would be treated 
with contempt. 
A n o th er F lesh P re se rv e r —Tho ac­ 
tion of very diluted nitromuriatic acid 
(aqua regia) on meat and other animal sub­ 
stances has been recently etadied by Signor 
Pavesi, who finds the substance an excel­ 
lent preserving agent; meat in pieoes of 
about one keg, kept in the fluid in wooden 
vessels, remaining unaltered and savory for 
years. The meat treated may also be dried 
at 15° to 20’ without undergoing change, 
apart from a diminntion of volume and the 
appearance of a brown color. Put for a 
few hours in water, the meat recovers its 
original softness and natural color. 


F o r a C o ld .—I send you a good recipe 
for colds, whooping cough or pneumonia. 
It is simple and cheap. We have used it 
for several years, and think it is much bet­ 
ter than any coogh medicine we ever 
bought.

Mr. Kimball was asked to be appointed by 
the estire legislative delegation of Alameda 
and by a large nnmberof prominent residents 
of that c ncty, He is a practical orchardist, 
and resides near Hayward. 
W. N. Gladden declined to be a member. 
from District No. I, and William McPher­ 
son Hill was appointed. He is a wealthy 
farmer and fruit-grower, and resides near 
Sonoma, Sonoma connty. 
Instead of A. T. Hatch, of Solano, for Dis­ 
trict No. 2, William M. Boggs, of Napa coun­ 
ty, has been appointed. 
Mr. Boggs is a 
pioneer of California, having reached this 
State in 1846. He is a son of ex-Governor 
Boggs of Missouri. He resides near Napa 
City, where he has a fine orcta-d and vine­ 
yard. The remainder of the Board is ns 
previously announced. 
Antonio F. Coronel, the other tnsmber at 
large, is the owner of a large fruit ranch near 
Lot Angeles. He was State Treasurer during 
Governor Haight's administration^ 
S. F. Chapin, who represents District No. 
3, was formerly a practical Burgeon, but now 
devotes his entire time to his model fruit 
farm qear San JoBe. He was a member of 
the old Board. 
Elwood Coope-, of District Non. 4, was a 
member of the old Board. He resides on a 
fine frnit farm at Elwood, twelve miles north 
of Santa Barbara. He was the first one to 
make olive culture a success in California, 
and now has 1,300 fine bearing olive trees on 
his farm. 
H. 
C. Wilson, who represent* District No. 
5, was a member of the Constitutional Con­ 
vention. He is a larg6 land owner, and re­ 
sides near Red Bluff. 
W. B. West, of District No. 6, was a mem­ 
ber of the old Board. He la a nurseryman, 
viticulturist and horticulturist, and resides 
one mile from Stockton. 
Felix Gillett, of Nevada City, representing 
District No. 7, was a member of the old 
Board. He is a nurseryman of Nevada City, 
end the pioneer silk-cnltnrist of California.

E ds. R ecord-U nion : Never since the 
settlement of Lassen were the prospects of 
the farmers of this connty more gloomy 
than they were a week ago to-day. W ith 
a winter jnst passed, unprecedented for its 
absence of snow or rain, spring came upon 
ns with hot, balmy days, the gronnd 
frozen, and comparatively little of the 
plowing or seeding done. As soon as pos­ 
sible the farmers went to work with a will, 
and although the mercury in the thermom­ 
eter went up for days to from 70' to 80° in 
the shade, and roads and fields became dry 
and dusty, still much was accomplished, as 
the many acres of black plowed fields will 
testify. For a time hopes of a portion at 
least of the "W iggins” prophecy being 
fulfilled no doubt animated some and 
promised hope. 
That “ fizzle” hav­ 
ing passed 
with the dropping 
of 
perhaps a quart of water on the 
entire connty, the next recourse was abase 
or supplication to the “ clerkof the weath­ 
er,” who stood both quite well until last 
Monday, when he “ let all holts go ” and 
came down with the rain in showers and 
torrents, with but few hours of cessation 
up to the present writing, and how long it 
will be continued “ no feller can find out.” 
The rain, so far, has been a warm one, a 
little snow having fallen—just enough to 
whiten the tops of the higher hills. The 
long-continued warm weather caused the 
grass to start, and now the hills and fields 
present a picture of living green, while the 
apricot and many of the peach trees are in 
bloom—a month at least ahead of former 
years. With the rain still pouring down, 
the assurance of good crops of grain, at 
least in this county, seems certain; but 
with this assurance there is a serious ques­ 
tion being asked by all, and that is, 
“ W hat is going to be the result of the 
crickets ?” 
From this valley, extending 
north aud west through the entire county 
into Modoc, the hills are swarming with 
myriads of just-hatched crickets, about 
the size of a common houee-fly. As they 
are said to develop in size very fast, and 
will soon take up their line of march, and 
tat almost everything in their line of 
travels, it certainly becomes a serious ques­ 
tion for these mountain counties. 
Wherever known the fruit of thiB coun­ 
ty has gained an enviable reputation for its 
s'ze, perfection and fine flavor—especially 
the apples. Ever since the first apple was 
grown here until last year the fruit has 
been entirely exempt from the many pests 
that injure it in other sections. But last 
year there came a change in the shape of 
the codling moth, which in some orchards 
injured almost every apple. It now be­ 
comes apparent that the orcbardists of this 
section, in order to retain their well-estab­ 
lished reputation, have got to wage an in­ 
telligent and persistent warfare against all 
pests of the orchard, and hopes are enter­ 
tained that the Horticnltural Commission, 
formed by a law of the last Legislature, will 
do its duty and see that its provisions are 
enforced. 
Daring the coming summer most of the 
ground left vacant by the disastrous fires 
here in town will be rebuilt with substan­ 
tial business buildings that will be an orna­ 
ment to the place, while in other portions 
of the town quite a number of fine dwell­ 
ing houses will be erected. 
Mr. Bond, an agent of the General Gov­ 
ernment, lias been here a number of days 
inquiring into the destruction of the tim­ 
ber in this connty. I am told that in the 
future parties wishing to enter the wood or 
lumber business will be obliged to purchase 
the land from the Government. A large 
portion of the land covered with wood in 
this county is almost worthless—excepting 
to hold the world together—after the tim­ 
ber is removed.

T he T ransm ission o f Sound T h ro u g h 
R ock.—Some very interesting observations 
have been mado in the course of mining 
work in the Hartz mountains, Germany, 
on the distance throngh which sonnds are 
transmitted in rock, the latest facts relating 
to the Bubject being recorded by Herr F. 
Schell, of Grand, in the ZeiUchrifl fu r das 
Berg, Hutten vnd Satinen- Wesen, In a 
horizontal direction the firing of shots at 
the face of a cross-cut baa been heard in a 
cross-cut driven toward it, the face of 
which was 447 feet distant from it. Until 
recently, however, no occasion has pre­ 
sented itself to observe how far sound was 
transmitted in a vertical direction. A 
level was driven on a vein at a depth of 
528 feet below the snrface, and happened 
to strike 187 feet distant in a horizontal 
direction below a stamp-mill dropping 
stamps weighing 330 pounds. The drop­ 
ping of the stamps on the surface could be 
distinctly heard in the heading below, 
which in a direct line, the hypothennse of 
a right angle triangle, was separated by 571 
feet of rock.
